NATIONAL. FINANCES. 


The Treasurer of tl.:> United States 


has submitted to tho Hocretary of the 
Treasury his annual report of the 
operations and conditions of the Treas- 
ury. The not ordinary revenues for 
the fiscal year onding June 30. 1894, 
were $297,722,019, a decrease of $88,097,- 
C09, as compared with the year before. 
Tho net ordinary expenditures were 
$367,b25,27y, a decrease of $15,952,674 as 
compared with the previouH year. The 
total receipts on all accounts were 
$721,006,538, and tho total expenditures 
were $694,908,558. 


At tho close of business on Juno 30, 


1893, there stood on tho books of the 
department, charged to the Treasurer, 
a balance of $733,467,555. Adding to 
this tho receipts on all accounts gives 
$1,462.474,098, as tho total to bo ac- 
counted for, and, deducting the expen- 
ditures, leaves> balance of $763,006,- 
538 on -TunoSO, 1894. 


The Treasurer saya the impairment 


of the gold reserve, rendering neces- 
i-^ry the issue of bonds in February, 
was chiefly caused by the depletion of 
the Treasury resulting from insufficient 
revenues. The proceeds of this loan 
were $58,660,900 in gold coin and cer- 
tificates. Daring the month of Febru- 
ary there were redeemed $19,200,000 
notes in gold, presumably to meet sub- 
scriptions to the loan, so the net gold 
proceeds wore about ii'.39,500,000. 


The total paper circulation reached 


its highest point in Muy last, when it 
stood at 
$1,175,000,000. 
Since then 


there has beon n slight contraction 
caused by tho gradual redemption uad 
retirement of gold certificates, tho issuo 
of wbit;h was suspended when the goM 
reserve of the Treasury fell below 
$100,000,00d 


The two important events of the year 


affecting the public debt were tho issue 
of $50,000,000 of 5 pei- cent bonds to re- 
plenish the public debt and the stop- 
page of the purchase of silver bullion 
by the issue of Treasury notes. Prior 
to August, 1893, the Treasury had been 
able to provide for the redemption of 
treasury notes in silver dollars out of the 
holdings of free silver, so that Ihera 
hud not been up to that time any im- 
pairment of the silver fund. 
On the 


3d of August, however, the silver f!ol- 
lar.-3 aud bullion in the Treasury had 
become reduced to the amount- re- 
quired by law to ba retained for the 
payment of outstanding Treasury notes 
and certificates aud the demand for 
tho redemption of notes continuing, it 
becomes necessary to draw upon the 
dollars coined for the purpose of re- 
deeming the notes. The silver fund 
being thus impaired 
tho notes re- 


deemed with silvov were cancelled in 
order to preserve the required equality 
between the silver in tho Treasury and 
the notes outstanding. 


It appears from this statement, that 


at the very time Congress was convened 
in special session to repeal the Bullion 
Purchase Act, and that Secretary Car- 
lisle had suspended the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars, the demand for such dol- 
lars was so great that the Treasurer of 
the United States had to draw upon the 
dollars held in the Treasury for tho re- 
demption 
of silver certificates 
to 


supply the public with those coins.

Bltts Received for *1S4,OOO,OOO. 


WASHINGTON, November 24—Bids for 


the new issue of $50,000,000 of five per 
cent bonds were opened to-day. The 
main bid was by a syndicate of Luiikers j 
of New York, London, Philadelphia and 
Boston, and was for $50,000,000 at $116,- 
898. 
The bidders included Drexcl, 


Morgan & Company, the United States 
Trust Company and large New York 
banks. 


At 32:45 a large number of bankers 


and representatives of the press had 
assembled to hear the bids announced. 
Tho aggregate, including both bids of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. amounted to 
about $155,000,000; counting only 0110 
of their bids, the total would be $105,- 
000,000. 


Second syndicate bid by same parties 


way submitted for full $50,000,000, all 
or none at $117,077, being a shade be- 
low 3 per cent. 


The total amount of bond bids, ac- 


cording to revised treasury figures is
